TAX BURDEN ON BUSINESS 


President Coolidge says he is con- 


vinced that excessive taxes are a heavy 
drag on business and national prosperity. 
Let us briefly consider the relation of the 
tax burden to the difficulties of the Chica- 
go & Northwestern railroad, which is un- 
dergoing a reorganization of its executive 
department in the hope of improving its 
finances. 


Gross revenues of the Northwest- 


«, ern showed 
a decrease in 1924 
of 


G.84 per cent as compared with 1923. 
Freight revenues decreased S-5 per cent, 
while passenger revenues were 6 per cent 
less than in the preceding year. In the 
year 1913 the Northwestern paid taxes 
amounting to .$3.765.159. In 1924 it 
paid out in taxes $9.348.841. 
This is 


* 
more than 2V£ times the taxes paid be-- 
fore the war. or an 'increase of 150 per 
;ent. It is an increase out of proportion 
to increases in other costs. In 1924 the 
road's taxes consumed 6.26 per cent of 
its operating revenues. In the face of 
this-startling rise in the tax overhead, the 


. 
company has suffered declines in traffic 
' in recent years. 


;;: / 
How does this tax burden affect the 


public? The answer is that it affects 
ever}' shipper and consumer in the terri- 
tory served by the Northwestern. In order 
to make both ends meet the Northwestern ' 
has asked the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission for an increase in freight rates. 
If it is not given the company is so sure 
of the justice of its application thatjt- 
intends to earn' its case into the federal 
courts. If the rates are increase'd. as they 
probably will be. it will be partly due to 
the excessive tax overhead. 
The pur- 


chaser of every commodity shipped by rail 
will pay a part of this tax overhead—is 
paying it now. • 


The daily tax bill of the American 


people is beyond comprehension. In fed- 
eral expenditures alone they pay more 
than -$10.000.000 every 24 hours. This 
is aside from state and local taxes. Speak- 
ing of the matter of further tax reduction. 
Mr. Coolidge says: "The direct benefi- 
ciaries ar.e composed of those who file the 
U.000.000 tax returns. The indirect 


. 
beneficiaries are all the rest of the Amer- 
ican people, who must and do make an 
indirect contribution to the payment of 
the enormous tax load of the nation." 


AVhile reduced taxes appear to be of 


chief benefit to those who directly pay the 
taxes, they indirectly are of more benefit 
,to those who do not pay taxes. It is the 
consumer who profits the most in the long 
run by economy in government expendi- 
tures and reduced taxation which this 
permits. 
"We are taxing industry and 


business far beyond produencc and sound 
economy, as is illustrated in the case of 
the Chicaco & Northwestern railroad.

Washington Irving had more to do 
with the establishment of right re- 
lations between Europe and America 
in those early troubled days during II 
the generation that followed the warjj 
of 1812 than a dozen politicians com- ] 
bined. He went to Europe and lived 
a quite literary life there for many 
years. He became the friend of the 
great writers and public men of Eng- 
land and the continent. Walter Scott 
admired him and became "his friend. 
Byron was his admirer, queens and 
kings praised him and eagerly read his 
books./ He represented in his'persona- 
lity American culture and he was the 
first international figure that creat- 
ed a feeling of unity and understand 
ing between the two countries, 
mensely popular at home as well as I 
abroad, he was the connecting link 
between Europe and America.

And such a link was greatly need-

He was 
not consciously trying to establish re- 
lation of friendship between the young 
republic and the older countries of 
Europe but his life, abroad had that 
effect, qis Instinct had been 
right 


that a writer Is the best patriot by 
sticking to his last. 
.Then as always the politician had a 


well developed bump of contempt for 
the more writer and his service* to 
hl« country. 
There were probably 


hundcds of • little political nxers In 
Irvine's day who would have laughed 
at the Idea that "Rip Van\ Winkle*' 
was a patriotic service, to America.

London—An "eat more fruit" cam- 


paign throughout England has recent- 
ly brought tho American apple into 
more prominence than it ever has 
enjoyed heretofore. The fruit is now 
being sold in the groceries and the 
luxury shops, and from 
push carts 


in the streets of London. 


Tho campaign has brought to the 


fore also the American apple's neigh- 
bor, the Canadian apple, but in most 
cases the products of Oregon 
and 


Washington appear to be the favorite. 
American apples retail here at a few 
cents a pound more than they do in 
cites of the United States. 
In addition to American cranberries. 


Florida and California grape fruit and 
oranges, various other fruits from the 
other side of the Atlantic. Americans 
in London this winter have enjoyed 
the privilege of being able, when they 
were willing to pay the price, to 
treat themselves to fresh corn on the 
cob, at about one shilling the ear. 
The corn, in the husk, has full white 
grains and is imported In barrel lots 
from South Africa. It has much the 
same appearance as the corn from 
America, excepting that the ears, per- 
haps, are a trifle longer and more 
slender. 
Butchers are far from happy over 


th3 efforts to popularize the eating of 
fruit. Boosters for the apple recently 
set going a song, "Don't eat mutton, 
don't eat lamb." which made them 
particularly wrathy. In complaints to 
various official sources they described 
the song as an insult to the trade, 
and retaliated with another composi- 
tion extolling "beef for brawn and 
'"brains."
